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PREFACE. 



I f b a most invaluable pert of that blessed libeiiy toturew&h 
'*' Christ hath made us frtt^ that in his worehipt dirorent forms 
and usages Biay without offence be allowed, provided the substanoe 
of the Faith be kept entire ; and ihat, in every Church> what can- 
not be clearly determined to belong to Doctrine must be referred 
to Distfiptine ; and therefore, by common consent and .authority, 
may be altered, abridged, enlarged, amended, or otherwise dis- 
posed of, as may seem most convenient for the edification of the 
people, *accoruingto the various exigencies of times and occa- 
Mons.* 

. The Owrth of ErtgUmd^ to which the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in these States is indebted, under GOD, for her first foun- 
dation and a long continuance of nursing care and protection, hath, 
in the Preface of ber Book of Common Prayer laid it down as a 
Rule, that *The particular Forms of Divine Worship, and the 
Rites and Ceremonies appointed to bj used therein, being things 
in their own nature indifferent and alterable, and so acknowledged, 
it is bat rearanable that, upon weighty and important considera- 
tions, according to the various exigencies of times and occasions, 
such changes and alterations should be made therein, as to thosa 
%vho are in places of authority should, from time to time, seem 
«ither necessary or expedient.' 

The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise in 
her Articles and Homilies, declared the necessity and expediency 
of occasional alterations and amendments in her Forms of Public 
Worship ; and we find accordingly, that, seeking *'to keep the 
happy mean betv«>cen too much stiffness in refusing, aud too much 
easiness in admitting variations in things onue advisedly established^ 
she hath, in the reign of several Princes, since the first compiling 
of her Liturgy in the time of Edward the Sixth, uncn just and 
weighty considerations her thereunto moving, yielded to make 
such alterations in some particulars, as in their respective times 
were thought convenient y yet so as that the main body and essen- 
tial parts of the same (as well in the chiefest materials, as in the 
frame and order thereof) h«v« still been continued firm and un- 
shaken ' 

Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations 
hath been, as she furlh^sr declares in her said Preface, * to do that 
which, according to her best understanding, might most tend to' 
tba preservation of peace and unity in the Church ; the procaring 
of reverence, and tlie exciting of piety and devotion In the wot^ 
ahip of God ; and, finally, the cuttmg off occaaioo, from them 
that aeek oooasion, of cavil or quarrel af^ainst her Liturgy*'^ And 
althou^ acconiin^ to her judementf there be not * any thing in 
tt contrary to the Word of God, or to sound doctrinoi or which n 
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^i PREFACE. 

godJy man may not with a good conscience use and snbmit untc^, 
or which is not fairly defensible, if allowed such just and favourable 
construction, as, in common equity, ought to be allowed to all 
human writings ;' yet \ipon the principles already laid down, it 
cannot but be supposed, that furtner alteration would in time be 
found expedient. Accordingly, a commission for a mview was 
issued in the year 1689 : But this great and good work miscarried 
at that time ; and the Civil Authority has not since thought proper 
to revive it by any new commission. 

But when in the course of Divine Providence, these Amencan 
States became independent with respect to Civil Government, 
their Ecclesiastical Independence was necessarily included ; and 
the different religious denominations of Christians in these States 
were left at full and equal liberty to model and organize their re« 
spective Churches, and forms of worship, and discipline, in such 
manner as tncy might jud^e most convenient for their future pros* 
perity; consistency with the Constitution aud laws of their 
Country. 

The attention of this Church was, in the first place, drawn (o 
those alterations in the Liturgy which became necessary in the 
Prayers for our Civil Ruleis, in consequence of the Revolution. 
Ana the principal care herein was to make them conformabie to 
what ought to be the proper end of all such prayers, namely, 
that ' Rulers may have grace, wisdom, and understanding to exe* 
cute justice, and to maintain truth ;' and that the People * may 
lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all godliness and honesty.' 

But while these alterations were in review before the Conveniion^ 
they could not but, with gratitude to God, embrace the happy 
occasion which was offered to them (uninfluenced and unrestrained 
by any worldly authority whatsoever) to take a further review ol 
the Public Service, and to establish such other alterations and 
amendments therein as might be deemed expedient. 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations 
and amendments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the 
reasons of them also, upon a comparison of this with the Book ot 
Common Prayer of the Church of England. In which it will aho 
appear, that this Church is far from intending to depart from the 
Church of England in acy essential point of doctrine, discipline, 
or worship ; or further than local circumstances require. 

And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it 
is hoped the whole wilt be received and examined by every trutf 
Member of our Church, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, 
candid, and charitable frame of mind ; without prejudice or prepos* 
'Sessions ; seriously considering what Christianity is, and what th^ 
truths of the Gospel are ; and earnestly beseeching Almighty God to 
accompany with his olessing every endeavour for promulgating 
them to mankind in t!ie clearest, plainest, most affecting, and ms 
jestic manner, for the sake of Jesus Chrbt cur blessed Lord and 
Saviour. 



TH£ ORDER 

HOW THE PSALTER IS APPOINTED TO BE READ. 

^H£ Psalter should be read through once every month, as it it 
there '^appointed, both for Morning and Evening Prayer. But 
in Febrwary it shall be read only to the twenty-eighth or twenQr-ninth 
Day of the Month. 

And whereas Januarj/y March, May, July, August, October, and 
DeeenUfer, h^ve one-and-thirty Days a-piece ; it is ordered, that the 
same Psalms shall be read the last Day of the said Months which 
were read the Day before ; so that the Psalter may begin again the 
first day of the next Month ensuine. , 

And whereas the 1 19th Psalm is divided into twenty^two Portions, 
and is over-long to be read at one time ; it is so ordered, that at one 
time shall not be read above four or five of the said Portions: 

The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter as divided for 
Daily Morning and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selections 
get out by this Chnrch. 

And, on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, appointed either by 
the Civil or by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Minister may ap- 
point such Psalms as he shall th|nk fit in his discretion, unless any 
shall have been appointed by the Ecclesiastical Authority, in a Ser- 
vice set out for the Occajuon , which, in that case, shall be used, and 
no other ^

aOW THE REST OF THE HOLY SCRIPTURE {8 
APPOINTED TO BE READ. 

^ ^HE Old Testament is appointed for the First Lessons at Mom* 
ing ftnd Evening Prayer ; so that the most Part thereof will b* 
read eveiy Year once, as in the Calendar is appointed. 

The New Testament is appointed tor the Second Lessons «f 
Morning and Evening Prayer. 

And to know what Lessons shall be read every Day, look for the 
Day of the Month in the Calendar following, and there ye shall 
find the Chapters that shall be read for the LeitsoBs, both at Morning 
and Evening Prayer ; except only the Moveable Feasts, which are 
not in the Calendar ; and the immoveable, where there is a Blank 
left in the Column of Lessons ; the proper Lessons for nil which 
Days are to be found in the Table of Pro|)er Lessons. 

And, on Days of Facting and Thanksgiving, the same Rule Is to 
obtain as in reading the Psalms. 

And the same discretion of choice is allowed on occasion* of Ec- 
clesiastical Conventions, and those of Charitable Collections. 

And JVote, That whensoever Proper Psalms or Lessons are ap- 
' pointed, then the Psalms and Lessons of ordinary course appointed 
m the Psalter and Calendar, if they be different, shall be omitted 
for that time. 

Ab/e alsCf That tl:e Collect, Epistle, and Gospel, appointed for thA 
Sunday, shall serve alt the Week after, where it is not in tiiia 
Book othcnvise ordered.

How was it then reckoned ? when 
he was in circumcision or in un- 
circumcbion f Not in circumci- 
sion, but in uncircumcisioB. And 
he received the sign of circumci- 
sion, a seal of the righteousness 
of the faith which he had, yet be- 
ing uncircumcised; that be mieht 
be the father of all them that be 
lieve, though they be not circum 
cised ; that righteousness might 
be imputed onto them also : And 
the fatner of circumcision to them 
who are not of the circumcision 
only, but also walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father Abraham, 
which he had, being yet uncir- 
eamcised. For the promise, that 
he should be the heir of the 
world, was not to Abraham, or 
to his seed, throvgh the law,. but 
through the riebleousuess of faith. 
For if they which are of the law 
be heirs, taith is made void, aad 
the promise made of Bone effect 
I TAe QoiptL, St Liriie, ii. 15. 
* A ND it came to pass, as the 
^^ BBgels were goae away from 
them into heaven, the shepherds 
aid one to luiotber, Lei ns now 



thb tUBg which is come to |Mm% 
which the Lord hath made known 
unto us. And they came with 
haste, and found Maty and Jo- 
seph, and the babe Ijring in a 
manger.

Then the soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the common-hall, 
and gathered unto him the whole 
band of soldiers. And they strip 
ped him, and put on him a scarlet 
robe. And when they had plat- 
ted a crown of thorns, they put it 
upon his head, and a reed in his 
right hand ; and they bowed the 
knee before him, and mocked 
him, saying, Hail, King of the 
Jews !

all that tlie Lord hath bestowed 
aod the rocka rent ; and thelon us. and (he great goodness to 
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«r«rds the house of Israel which 
he hath bestowed on them, ac- 
cording to his mercies, and ae> 
cording (o the multitude of his 
loving-kindnesses. For he said, 
Snrely they are my people, chil- 
dren that will not lie : So be was 
their Saviour.. In all their afflic- 
tion he was afflicted, and the an- 
gel of his presence saved tliem : 
in his love and in his pity he re- 
deemed them, and be bare them, 
and carried them all the days of 
old. But tbey rebelledt and vexed 
his Moly Spirit : therefore he was 
turned to be their enemy, and he 
fought against them. Then he 
remembered the days of old, Mo- 
ses and his people, saying.

Kveth. Whereupon, neither the 
first testament was dedicated 
without blood. PQr when Moses 
had spoken every precept to all 
the people, according to the law, 
he took the blood of calves and 
of goats, with water, and scarlet 
wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled 
both the book, and all the people, 
saying, This is the blood of the. 
testament which God hath en- 
Joined unto you. Moreover, he 
sprinkled likewise with blood 
both the tabernacle and^^all the 
vessels of the ministry. And al- 
most all things are by the law 
purged with blood; and without 
shedding of blood is no remission. 
It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the hea- 
vens should be purified with 
these; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. For Christ is not en- 
tered into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the figures 
of the true; but into heaven it- 
self, now to appear in the pre- 
sence of God for us : nor yet that 
he should offer himself often, as 
the high priest enlerelli into the 
holy place every j'car with blood 
of others: (for then must he of- 
ten have suflfered since the foun- 
dation of the world) but now 
once, Im «w-^«nd.of the world, 
haUi he uppeaa^'d to put aw«y 
sin by, the sacrifice of htnisci*.^ 
And as' it is appointed unto men 
«uc« to die* but after this the! 



judgment : so Christ tras once 
offered to bear the sins of many ; 
and unto them ,tHat look. for faim' 
shall he appear the second time, 
without sin, unto salvation. 

Tht Gospel St Luke, uii. 1. 
■[V|"OW the feast of unleaven* 
ed bfead drew nigh, which 
is called the Passover. And the 
chief priests and scribes sought 
how they mi^ht kill him ; for 
they feared the people. Then 
entered Satan into Judas, sur- 
named Iscariot, being of the num- 
ber of the twelve. And he went 
his way, and communed with the 
chief priests and captains how ht 
might betray him unto them.. 
And they were glad, and cove- 
nanted to give him money. And 
he promised, and sought oppor^ 
tunity to betray him unto then 
in the absence of the multitude 
Then came the day of unleaven- 
ed bread, when the passover must 
be killed. And he sent Fetei 
and John, saying. Go, and pre» 
pare us the passover, that we 
may eat. And they said unto 
him, Where wilt thou that we 
prepare ? And he said unto them, 
Behold, when ye are entered into 
the city, there shall a man meet 
you bearing a pitcher of wateir ; 
follow him into the house where 
he entereth in. And ye shall say 
nnto the good man of the house, 
The Master saith unto thee. Where 
is the guest-chamber, where 1 
shall eat the passover with my 
disciples ? And he shall show yoa 
a large upper room (urnished; 
there make ready. And they 
went and found as he had said 
unto them ; and they made ready 
«Uo passover. And when the hour 
was come, he sat down, and the 
twelve Apostles witli him. And 
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be mid unto theoi.With deske 
C liave desired to eat this passover 
witU you before J suffer. For I 
say onto you, I will not any more 
eat thereof, until it be falulled in 
the kingdom of God. And he 
took the cm and gave thanks, 
mnd said, Take this, and divide it 
among yourselves. For I say 
ttsto you, I w91 not drink of the 
fruit of the vine, until the king- 
dom of God shall come. And he 
took bread, and gave thanks, and 
brake it, and gave unto them, say- 
ing. This is my body, which is 
given for you : this do in remem- 
turance of me. Likewise also the 
eun after supper, saying, This cup 
istne new testament in my blood, 
which is shed for you. But be- 
iiold, the hand of him that betray- 
eth me is with me on the table. 
And truly the Son of man goeth 
^B a was determined : but woe 
unto that man by whom he is be- 
trayed. < And they began to in- 
quire 4imong tbeiBselves, which 
1H them it was that should do this 
thing. And there was also .a strife 
among them, which of them 
riiould be accounted the greatest. 
And he said unto them, The kings 
of the Gentiles exercise lordship 
€rver them ; and they that exer» 
cise authority upon them are 
called benefactors. But ye shall 
not be so : but he that is greatest 
among yon, let him be as the 
vonnger ; and he that is chief, as 
lie that doth serve. For whether 
is greater, he that silteth at meat, 
or ne that servetfa ? is not he that 
ritteth at meat? But I am among 
you as he that eerveth. Ye are 
ibey which have continued with 
a»e in -my temptations. And I ap- 
apiDt unto you a kingdom, as iny 
Satk^ liath appointed u^to me : 



n 

that ye n:^i^ eat,^d djciok at my 
table in my kxngpdom, ana sit on 
thrones, judging the twelve tribea 
of Israel And the Lord said, 
Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath 
desired to have you, that he may 
sift you as wheat: but I havo 
prayed for thee, that thy faith fail 
not; and when thou art convert- 
ed, strengthen thy brethren. And 
he said unto nim. Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee both into 
prison and to death. And he said, 
I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall 
not crow this day, before that thou 
shalt thrice deny that tbouknow- 
est me. And he said ^untothem. 
When I sent you without purse, 
and scrip, ana shoes, lacked y« 
any thiiig? And they suid. No- 
thing. Then said he unto them. 
But now he that hati^ purse, let 
him take it, and .Jukewise his 
scrip : and he that h^ Ji^fij^word, 
let nlm sell his garment aj>d buy 
one. For I say ufjftoyou, that this 
that is written jmn^t yet be ac- 
complished inme,.>^d he was 
reckoned amon^.^^ne ti*an8gres« 
son; for the things concerning 
me hsve an end. And they said. 
Lord, behold, here are two 
swords. And he said unto them. 
It is enough. And he came out, 
and went, es he was wont, to the 
mount of Olives ; and his dbci- 
ples also followed him. And 
when he was at the place, he 
said unto them, Pray that ye en- 
ter not into temptation. And he 
was withdi?awn from them about 
a stone's cast, and kneeled do>vn, 
and prajed.aaying, Father, if thou 
be wilhng, remove this cup from 
me: nevertheless, not my will« 
but thine be ^pne. And there 
appeared an angel unto him. from 
heaven, sireagtnening him« And 
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being in an agony, he prayed 
niortf earnestly; and his sweat 
was as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the ground. 
And when he rose up frokji prayer, 
and was come to his disciples, 
h# found them sleepitag for sor- 
row , and said unto them, Why 
deep ye ? rise and pray, lest ye 
enter, into temptation. And while 
he yet spake, behold, a multitude, 
and ne that was called Judas.one 
of the twelve, went before them, 
and drew near unto Jesus to kiss 
him. But Jesus said unto him, 
Judas, betrayest thou the, Son of 
man with a kiss.^ When they 
which were about him saw what 
would follow, they said unto him, 
Lord, shall we smite with the 
sword .' And one of them smote 
the servant of the high priest, and 
cut off his right ear. And Jesus 
answered and said. Suffer ye thus 
far. And he touched his ear, and 
healed hi • >i. Then Jesus said un- 
to the chief priests and captains 
of the temple, and the elders 
which were come to him. Be ye 
come out as against a thief, With 
swords and staves ^ When I was 
daily with you in the temple, ye 
stretched forth no hands against 
me : but this is your hour, and 
the power of darkness. Then 
took they him, and led him, and 
brought him into the high priest's 
house. And Peter followed afar 
off. And when they had kindled 
a fire in (he midst of the hall, and 
were set down together, Peter 
sat down among Uiem. But a 
certain maid beneld him, as he 
sat by the fire, and earnestlv 
looked upon him, and said. This 
man was also with him. And he 
denied him, saying. Woman, I 
know him not And after a little 



while another saw him, and saidt 
Thou art also of them. And Fe- 
ter said, Man, I am not. And a* 
bout the space of one hour after, 
another confidently affirmed, say. 
ing. Of a truth, this fellow also 
was with him ; for he is a Ga- 
lilean. And Peter said, Man, f 
know not what thou sayest. And 
immediately, while he yet spake, 
the cock crew. And the Lord 
turned, and looked upon Peter: 
and Peter remembered the word 
of the Lord, how he had saidnnto 
him. Before the cock crow, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. And Peter 
went out and wept bitteriy. And 
the men that held Jesus, mocked 
him and smote him. And when 
they had blindfolded him, they 
struck him on the face, and asked 
him, saying. Prophesy, who is 
it that smote thee .' And many 
other things blasphemously spake 
they against hiip. And, as soon 
as it was day, the elders of the 
people, and tne chief priests, and 
the scribes came tpgether, and 
led him into their council, saying. 
Art thou the Christ? Tell us. 
And he said unto them, If I tell 
you, ye wiW not believe : And if I 
also ask you, ye will not answer 
me, nor let me go. Hereafter 
shal^ the Son of man sit on the 
right hand of the power of God 
Then said they all , Art thou thet 
the Son of God ? And he said 
onto them. Te say that I am. And 
they said, What need we any 
further witness ? for we ourselvei 
have heard of his own mouth.

^R^ien ye come together in the sleep. Forif we woaMiiidfe our- 
selves, we should not be Jodfed 
But when we are judged, we ve 
chastened of the LoiS, that we 
should not be condemned with 
the world. Wherefore, my breth* 
len, when ye. come together to 
eat, tarry one for another. And 
if any man hunger, jet him eat at 
home ; that ye come not together 
unto condemnation. And the reit 
will I set in order when I come. 
Tht Gospel. St. Luke, xxui. 1. 
O^HE whole multitude of them 
•^ arose, and led him unto Pilate. 
And they began to accuse him, 
saying. We found thb fellow per- 
verting the nation, and forbidding 
to give tribute to Caesar, saying. 
that be himself is Christ a king. 
And Pilate asked him, saying; 
Art thou the king of the Jews ? 
And he answered him, and said, 
Thousaycstit Then said PUalf 
to the chief priests and to the 
people, I find no fault in this maa. 
And they were the more fierce 
saying, Ue stirreth up the people, 
teaching throughout all Jewry, 
beginning from Galilee to tnv 
place. When Pilate heard of 
Galilee, he asked whether the 
man were a Galilean. Andassoon 
as he knew that he belonged unto 
Herod's iurisdiction, he sent him 
to Herod, who himself was aJao 
at Jerusalem at that time. And 
when Herod saw Jeqis, he wU 
exceeding glad ; for he was de- 
sirous to see him of a long 



Church, I hear that there be di 
visions among you ; and I portly 
believe it/ For there must be also 
heresies among you, that they 
which are approved may be made 
manifest among you. When ye 
come to;g;ether uierefbre into one 
place, this is not to eat the Lord's 
Supper. For, in eating, every 
one taketh before other his own 
supper : and one is hungry, and 
another is drunken. What, have 
^e not houses to eat and to drink 
m ? or despise ye the Church of 
God, and shame them tliat have 
not ? What shall I say to you ? 
shall I praise you in this ? I praise 
yon not. For I have received ol 
the Lord that which also I deli- 
vered unto you. That tho Lord 
JesUs, the same night in which 
he was betrayed, took bread ; and 
when he had given thanks, J)e 
brake it. and said, Take, eat ; 
this is my body, which is broken 
for you : this do in remembrance 
of me. After the same manner 
also he took the cup. when he had 
supped, saying. This cup is the 
new testament in my blood : this 
do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in re- 
membrance of me. For as often 
as ye eat tliis bread, and drink this 
cup, ye do show the Lord's death 
till he come. Wherefore, whoso- 
ever shall eat this bread, and drink 
this cup of the Lord unworthily, 
ffaall bie guilty of the body and 
blood of the Lord. But let a man 
examine himself, and so let him[)son, because he had heard many 



eat of that bread, and drink of 
Ihat cup. For be that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
driuketh damnation to himself^ 
Botdtseeming the Lord's body. 
For tfau cause many are went 
nd sickly among you, and many 



things of him ; and he hoped to 
have seen some miracle done hf 
him. Then he questioned wila 
him in many words; but he mk^ 
swered him nothing* And ibm. 
chief prieHs and aorioes stood aHi, 
vehemently eccnied him* Aai 
8* 
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Herod with bis, men of war set 
him at noaght, aad mocked him, 
and arrayed him in a gorgeous 
robe, aad«ent him again to Pilate. 
And the same dafPilate- and He- 
rod were made friendsHogether; 
for before, they wtere at enmity 
between themselves. And Pilate, 
when he- had called together the 
chief priests, and the rulers, tind 
the people, said unto them, Te 
hare brought this man unto me 
as one that perverteth the people : 
and behold, I, having, exammed 
him before you, have found no 
fault in this man, touching Uiose 
things whereof ye accuse him : 
No, nor yet Herod : for I sent 
you to him ; anti lo, nothing wor- 
thy of death is done unto him. 
I will therefore chastise him, and 
release him. (For of necessity 
he must release one unto them 
at the feast.) And they cried 
out all at once, 'saying, Away 
with this man, and release unto 
us Barabbas: (who for a certain 
aeditiou made in the city, and for 
murder, was cast into prison.) 
Pilate, therefore, willing to re- 
lease Jesus, spake again to them. 
Bat. they cried, saying. Crucify 
bim, crucify him. And he said 
unto them the third time. Why, 
What evil hath he done f I have 
found no cause of death in him : 
I will therefore chastise him, and 
Jet him go. And they were in- 
stant with loud voices, requirine 
that he nrigkt be crucified : and 
rhe voices of them and of the 
chief priests prevailed. And Pi- 
late gave sentence that it should 
be as they required. And he re- 
leased unto them bim that for 
sedition and murder was cast into 
prisoii, whom they had desired:! 
wit he delivered Jesus to theirl 



will. And as they led him awaf 
they laid bold upon one Simori, 
a Cyrenian, cominz out of the 
countiy, and on him they laid 
the cross, that He might bear it 
after Jesus. And there followed 
him ^ a great company of people, 
and t>f women, who alsa bewailed 
and lamented him. But Jesus 
turning unto' them, said. Daugh* 
ters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
me, but weep for yourselves, and 
for your children. For behold, 
the days are coming, in the which 
they^hall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never 
bare, and fhe paps which never 
gave suck. Then shall they be- 
gin to say to the mountains. Fall 
on us ; and the hills, Cover us. 
For if they do these things in a 
green tree,' what shall be done in 
liie dry? And there were also 
two otners, malefactors, led with 
him to be put to death. And 
when they were come to the 
place which is called Calvary 
there they crucified him, and 
the malefactoi's : one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left. 
Then said Je^s. Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what 
they do. And they parted his 
raiment, and cast lots. And the 
people stood beholding : and the 
rulers also with them derided 
him, saying, he saved others ; let 
him save himself, if he be Christ 
the chosen of God. And the sol- 
diers also mocked him, coming 
to him, and offering him vinegar, 
and saying, If thon be the king 
of the Jews, save thyself. And 
a superscription also was written 
over him in letters of Greek, and 
Latin, and Hebrew, THIS I^ 
THE KING OF THE JEWS; 
And one of tlieoialefaetors, which 
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wefe hanged, rinled on him, say- 
ing, If thou be Christ, save thy- 
■eu and us^ Biit the other 4in- 
swering, rebuked hits, saying, 
Dost not tlioa fear God, seeing 
tluMi art in the same condemna- 
tion? And A7e indeed justly ; for 
We receive the due reward o( 
onr deeds : bnt this man hath

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take ftway sins. Wherefore, when 
he Cometh into the worfd, he 
saith, Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body hast 
thou prepared me : In burnt-of' 
ferings and sacrifices for sin thou 
hast nad no pleasure : Then said 
I, Lo, i come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me> to 
do thy will, O God^ Above, wnen 
he said. Sacrifice, and'offeriug, 
and bui'iit-off'enngs, and offering 
for sin, thou wouldest not, neither 
hadst pleasure therein, which are 
offered by the law ; Then\said he, 
Lo, I come to do thy wilt, God. 
He .taketh away the first, that 
he may establish the second. By 
the which will we are sanctified, 
through the offering of the body 
of Jesus Christ once for all. And 
every priest standeth daily minis- 
tering and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sias. Bat this man, 
after he had offered one sacrifice 
for sins, for ever sat down on the 
right hand of God ; from hence- 
forth expecting till his enemies 
be made his footstool. For by one 
offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified : 
whereof the Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us: lor after that he 
had sM before, This is the cove- 
nant that I will make with them 
after those days, saith the Lord ; J 
will put my laws into their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write 
them ; and thdir sins and iniqui- 
ties will I remember no more. 
Now, where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin. 
Having therefore, brethren, bold-

And the 
soidierspJatted a crown of thorns, 
and put it on his head, and they 
put on him a purple robe, and 
said, Hail, king of the Jews ! and 
they smote him with their hands. 
Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them, Behold; I 
bring him forth to yon, that ye 
may know that I find no fault in 
him. Then came Jesus forth, 
wearing the crown of thorns, and 
the purple robe. And Pilate 
saith unto them, Behold the man 
When the chief priests therefore 
and officers sawhlm, they cried 
out, saying, Cmcify him, erocify 
him. Pilate saith unM tl^em, 
Take ye him, and crucify him ; 
for I find no fault in him. The 
Jews answered him, we have a 
law, and by our law h« ought tb 
die, because be taade himself the 
Son of God. When Pilate there- 
fore heard that saying, be %vas tiie 
naore afraid ; aad went a|ain into 
the judgment-hall, and siiUi nnto 
JesQs, Wheaee mit' (hou.^BMI 
Jesus gave htm na ftiuwer. Thea 
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Mdth Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me ? Knowest thou 
not that I hav^ power to crucify 
thee, and have power to release 
thee' Jesus answered, Thou 
'couldest have . no power at all 
against me, except it were given 
thee from above ; therefore he 
that delivered me unto thee bath 
the greatersin. And from thence> 
forth Pilate sought to release 
him ; but the Jews cried out, say- 
ing, If thou let this man go, thou 
art not Cesar's friend : Whoso- 
ever malceth "iiimself a king, 
spekketh against Caesar. When 
Pilate therefore heard that say- 
ing, he brought Jesus forth, and 
sat down in the judgment-seat, 
in a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gab- 
hatha. And it was the prepara- 
tion of the passover, and about 
the sixth hour : and he saith unto 
the Jews, Behold your King. But 
they cried out. Away with him. 
away with him. crucify him. Pi- 
late saith unto them. Shall I cru- 
cify your King i The chief priests 
answered, We have no king but 
Caesar. Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be cruci- 
fied : and they took Jesus, and led 
him away. And he, bearing his 
cross, went forth into a place 
called the place of a skull, which 
is called in the Hebrew Golgotha ; 
where .they crucified him, and 
two others with him, on either 
side one, and Jesus in the midst. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross ; and the writing 
ivas, JESUS OF NAZARETH. 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of the 
Jews ; for the place where Jesus 
was crucified was nigh tothecity : 
■Bd it was written iu HeVew.aM 



Greek, and Latin. Then said the 
chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not. The King of the Jews 
but that he said, I am King of the 
Jews. Pilate answered. What f 
have written, I have written. 
Then the soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jesus, took his garments 
(and made four parts, to every 
soldier a part) and also his coat . 
now the coat was without seam, 
woven from the top throughout. 
They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be: that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith, They parted my rai- 
ment among them, and for my 
vesture they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers did. 
Now there stood by the cross of 
Jesus, his mother, and his mo- 
ther's sister, Mary, the wife of 
Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. 
When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing 
by, whom he loved, he saith unto 
his mother. Woman, behold thy 
son. Then saith he to the disciple, 
Behold thy mother. And from 
that hour that disciple took her 
unto his own home. After this, 
Jesus knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, saith. 
1 thirst. Now there was set a ves- 
sel full of vinegar : and they filled 
a fipunge with vinegar, and put 
it upon hyssop, and put it to his 
mouth. When Jesus therefore 
had received the vinegar, he said. 
It is finished : and he bowed his 
head, an^ gave up tbie ghost. The

The 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and 
thuu hearest the sound thereof, 
but canst not tell whence it com- 
elh, and whither it goeth ; so is 
every one that is born of the 
Spirit. Piicodemus answered and 
said noto him. How can these 
things be .' Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Art thou a master 
of Israel, and knowest not tliese 
things ? Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, we speak that we do know, 
and testify that we haVe seen ; 
and ye receive not our witness. 
If I have told yon earthly things, 
and ye believe not ; how shall ye 
believe. If I tell you of heavenly 
thin^? And no man* hath as- 
cended up to heaven, bat he that 
came down from heaven, even 
the Son of man, who is in heaven. 
And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so 
most the Son of man be lifted 
up ;. that whosoever believeth in 
him siiould not perish, but have 
eternal life.

Neither murmur ye, 
a.s some of them also murmured, 
and were destroyed of the de- 
stroyer. Now all these things 
happened unto them for ensam- 
pies « and they are written for 
our admonition, upon whom the 
ends of the world are come. 
Wherefore let him that thinkcth 
he standcth, lake heed lest he fall. 



There hath no temptation takto

because I persecuted the Church 
of God. But, by the graee of God, 
I am what I am ; and his grace, 
which was bestowed upon me, 
was not in vain ; but I laboured 
more abundantly than thev all : 
^et not I, but the grace ot God 
which was with me. Therefore, 
whether it were I. or they, so we 
preach, and so ye believed. 
The Gospel, St. Luke, xviii. 9. 
TESUS spake this parable unto 
^ certain which trusted in them 
■elves that they were righteous, 
Bud despised others: Two men 
went up into the temple to pray ; 
the one a Pharisee, and the other 
A Publican. The Pharisee stood 
«nd prayed thus with himself: 
God. I thank thee, that I am not 
as other men are, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as this 
Publican : I fast twice in the 
week, 1 give tithes of all (hat I 
possess.

Jesus saith ttnto 
him, I say not trnto thee, until 
seven times : but until seventy 
times seven. Therefore is the 
kingdom of heaven likened unto 
a certain king, who would take 
account of his servants. And 
when he had begun toreckon.one 
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was brought anto him, who owed 
him ten thousand talents. But 
forasmuch as he had not to pay, 
his lord commanded him to be 
so]d, and bis wife and children, 
and all that he had* and payment 
to be made. The servant there- 
fore fell down and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee all. 
Then the lord of that ser\*ant ^yas 
moved with compassion, and lobs* 
ed him, and forgave him the debt. 
But the same servant went out, 
and found one of his fellow-ser- 
vants, who owed him an hundred 
pence; and he laid hands on him, 
and took him bv the throat, say- 
ing. Pay me that thou owest. 
And his fellow-servant fell down 
at his feet, and besought him, say- 
ing. Have patience with me, and 
I will pay thee all. And he would 
not ; but went and cast him into 
prison, till he should pay the debt. 
So when his fellow-servants saw 
what was done, they were very 
sorry, and came and told unto 
their lord all that was done. Then 
his lord, after that he had called 
him, said unto him, O thou wick- 
ed servant, I forgave thee all tbat 
debt, because thou desiredst me : 
shouldest not thou also have had 
compassion ou thy fellow-servant, 
even as I had pity on thee ? And 
his lord was wroth, and delivered 
him to the tormentor.^, till he 
phould pay all that was due unto 
him. So liKewiseshall my heaven- 
ly Father do also unto you, if ye, 
from your hearts, forgive not eve- 
ryonc hi$ brother their trespasses.

sion , whereby alone we obtain 
remission of our sins, and are 
made partakers of the kingdom of 
Heaven. Wherefore it is our du- 
ty to render most humble and 
hearty thanks to Almighty God, 
our heavenly Father, for that he 



hath given his Son our Savtouir 
Jesus Christ, not only to die- for 
us, but also to.be our spiritual 
food and sustenance in that holy 
Sacrament. Which being so di 
vine and comfortable a thing to 
them who receive it worthily, 
and so dangerous to those who 
will presume to receive it un* 
worthilv ; my duty is to exhort 
you in the mean season, toconsi 
der the dignity of that holy Myste^ 
tery, and the great peril of the un*- 
worthy receiving thereof; and so 
to search and examine your own

The way and means thereto is. 
First, to examine your lives and 
conversation by the rule of God*?

less yourselves to Almighty God, 
with full purpose of amendment 
of life. And if ye shall perceive 
your oflfences to be sucn as are

God^s word, and open his grief; 
that he Qiay receive. such Godly 
counsel and advice, as may tend 
to the quieting of bis conscienpe, 
and the removing of all scruple 
and doubtfulness.

DEAKLY beloved brethren, on 
I intend, by God's 

grace, to celebrate the Lord's 
Supper; unto which, in God's 
behalf, ' bid you all who are here 
present ; and beseech you for the 
Lord Jesus Christ's sake, that ye 
will not refuse to come thereto, 
being so lovingly called and bid- 
den by God himself. Ye know 
how grievous and unkind a thing 
it is when a man hath [>repared 
a rich feast, decked his table with 
all kinds of provision, so that 
there lacketh nothing but the 
guests to sit down ; and yet they 
who are called (without any 
•ause) most unthankfully refuse 
to come. Which of you m saeh 



a case would not be moved? Who 
would not think a great injury 
and wrong done onto him ? 
Wherefore, most deiirly beloved 
in Christ, take ye good heed, lest 
ye, withdrawing yourselves from 
this holy Supper, provoke God*8 
indignation .against you. It is an 
easy ifiMter lor a man to say, f 
will not communicate, because 
I am otherwise hindered with 
worldly business. But such ex- 
cuses are not bo easily accepted, 
and allowed before God. It any 
man say, I am a grievous sinner, 
and therefore am afraid to come ; 
wherefore then do ye not repent 
and amend ? When God ealleth 
you, are ye not ashamed to say, 
ye will not come ? When ye 
shotild return to God, will ye ex- 
cuse yourselves, and say, ye are 
not ready ? Consider earnestly 
with yourselves, how Utile such 
feigned excuses will avail before 
God. They who refused the 
feast in the Gospel, because they 
had bought a farm, or would try 
their ynkes of oxen, or because 
they were marrUsd, were not so 
excused, but counted unworthy of 
the heavenly feast. Wherefore, 
according to mine office, I bid 
you in the name of God, I call 
you in Christ's behalf, I exhort you, 
as ye love your own salvation, 
that ye will be partakers of this 
Holy Communion. And as the 
Son of God did vouchsafe to 
yield up his soul by death upon 
the cross, for your salvation ; so 
it is your duty to receive the 
Communion in remembrance of 
the sacrifice of his death, as he 
himself has commanded : Which 
if ye shall neglect to do, consider 
with yourselves, hgw ereat is your 
ingratituae lo Goa, and how sqi» 
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punishfiieiit faangeth over your 
neftda for the same, when ye wil- 
folly abstain from the Lord's Ta- 
ble, and separate from your breth- 
ren who coine to feed on the ban^ 
quet of that most heavenly food.

Why are they then baptized 
for the dead ? And why stand 
we in jeopardy every hour ? 1 
protest by your rejoicing, which 
I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, 1 
die daily, (f after the manner of . 
men I have fought with beasts at 
£phesus,what advantageth it me, 
if the dead rise not ? let us eat 
and drink, for to-morrow we die. 
Be not deceived : Evil communi- 
catioiis corrupt good manners. 
Awake to righteousness^ and sin 
not: for some have not the know- 
ledge of God. I speak this to your 
shame. Bdt some man will say, 
How are the dead raised up ? and 
with what body do thdy come ? 
I'bou fool, that which thou sowest 
is not quickened, except it die. 
And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, 
but bare grain ; it may chance of 
wheat, or of some other grain. 
But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him ; and to every 
seed his own body. All flesh is 
not the same flesh ; b^t there is 
one kind of flesh of men, another 
flesh of beasts, another of fisbesy 
and another of birds. There are 
also celestial bodies, and bodies 
terrestrial : But the glory of tKe 
celestial is one, and the glory of 
the terrestrial is another. Tliere 
is one glory of the sun, and ao- 
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other glory of the moon, acu! an- 
other glory of the stArs : For one 
ftar diJtfereth from another star In 
glory. So also is the resurrec» 
tion of the dead. It is sown in 
corruption ; it is raised in incor^ 
niption : It is sown in dishonour; 
it If. raised in glory : It is sown in 
weakness ; it is raised in power : 
It is sown a natural body ; it is 
raised a spiritual body. There is 
a natural body, and there is a 
spirttnal body. And so it is writ 
ten, The first man Adam was 
made a living soul, the last Adam 
was made a quickening spirit. 
Howbeit, that was not first which 
is spiritual, but that which is na- 
tural ; and afterward that which 
is spiritual. The first man is of 
the earth, earthy: The second 
man is the Lord from heaven. 
As is the earthy, such are they 
that are earthy: and as is the hea- 
renly, such are they also that are 
ht'Hvenly. And as wc have borne 
the image of the earthy, we shall 
also bear the image or the hea- 
venly. Now this I say, brethren, 
that flesh and blood cannnt inherit 
the kingdomofGod; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. 
Behold, I show you a mystery : 
We shall not all sleep, but we 
shall all be changed, in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the 
last trump : For the trumpt>t shall 
found, and the dead shall be rals 
ed incori*uptibIe, and we shall be 
changed. For this corruptible 
must put on incorruption. and 
this mortal must put on immor- 
tality. So wiien this corruptible 
flhalJ have put on incorniption, 
and this mortal shall have put on 
immortality, Chen shall be brought 
to |)ass tlie saying that is written.
